For a walk over in any race a horse shall only 
be entiUed to his own entrance fee and quarter 
of the entrance received from tne other entries 
for said purse; and s horse winning a race en- 
titled to first money only, except when dis- 
tancing the field, then entitled to first and 
third moneys only. 
A liorso wins but one 
money, under any other circumstances. 
The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules ot the National 
Trotting Associntlon, under the provisions of 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat^ 
ters appertaining to the trotting races will be 
conducted

Resolved, That where any rider, driver or 
horse rests under a ban imposed by any Dis- 
trict Blood Association of this State, that the 
same shall be duly recognized by, this Board 
and that the person or horse upon which said 
ban rests shall not be allowed to ride, drive or 
start In a woe nntil such ban is lifted or satis, 
fled.
